The leader of Hyderabad wanted to keep his country indepen- 
dent. However, India felt differently as they could not possibly have a hostile state within their borders. India decided to assimilate 
Hyderabad into the Indian Union, even if it was by force. Most of the other 565 princely states had already joined India or 
Pakistan voluntarily by this time. On September 13, 1948 “Operation Polo” (Hyderabad had 17 polo fields at the time) began as the 
Indian Army invaded their surrounded neighbor. Hostilities were over on September 17th when Hyderabad capitulated.

HOW TO COLLECT ANIMATION ART 





On June 28th, 1989, Sotheby’s hosted its first major auction of animation art--approximately 560 lots, all from the top-grossing film of 
1988, Who Framed Roger Rabbit. Every single piece sold, with many pieces going far above their estimates—and it was the beginning of 
the emergence of animation art, which had been a niche collectible for more than thirty years, as a coveted treasure. 


“That auction appeared to have stimulated the market, as prices for all animation art subsequently spiked,” says Jim Lentz, Director 
Animation Art at Heritage Auctions. “All of a sudden a massive number of people understood for the first time that they could own art 
from a cartoon.” 


Animation art has been on a tear ever since, gaining new collectors every year. With digital cartoons taking over the industry, the hand- 
drawn elegance of original animation art resonates more than ever. As Lentz puts it, “Animators are really actors; they just act with their 
pencils. Being an animator is not about being able to draw Mickey Mouse. It's about anatomy and bone structure and the illusion of 
life.” Most collectors specialize: some want nothing but animation cels featuring the seven dwarves, and others collect only villains. Even 
contemporary characters like Soonge Bob Square Pants enjoy a strong core of collectors. 


But the most demand and highest prices will always be for Disney. 


“My generation grew up with Hannah Barbara and laughed at Warner Bros., and we all love Disney. Disney leads the way because Disney 
characters have a lot of heart,” says Lentz. 


Lentz says that he values all animation art based on five criteria— 
in order of importance: 


1. Popularity of character. Many collectors think that any early animation art will have significant value; in reality, even beautiful pieces 
from as early as the 1920s are worth very little if they depict characters who no longer have a strong following. 


2. Scarcity. Cels from some films are more rare 
than cels from others—so even if a film seems 
like it would be more in demand, it might be 
worth less if a large number of pieces from it 
remain on the market. 


3. “The pose drives the price.” What is the scene? 
Are the eyes open? “Lady alone is not worth as 
much as Lady and the Tramp,” says Lentz—in 
Heritage’s most recent Animation Art auction, 
Lady and the Tramp eating spaghetti was the 
top lot, bringing $33,460. 


4. Condition. This is true of any category, but Lentz 
is often reminding collectors that animation 
cels were not created to be art—they served a 
practical purpose. Unobtrusive scratches and 
dings—when they don’t compromise aesthetic 
value—can add character to 
a piece. 


5. Variable. Provenance, signature, etc.
